“ This will bring the costs of 
the more expensive cuts down 
in line fast enough,” he ex­ 
plained. 
“ There’s nothing like 
the old law of supply and de­ 
mand to solve the whole prob­ 
lem. Legitimate dealers couldn’t

Poultry Price Drops. 
While a wholesale poultry house 
in the city reported a drop in 
prices of eggs, heavy spring hens, 
leghorn hens, turkeys, ducks and 
geese from two to five cents per 
pound, a local slaughtering house 
was dub ious on the “crazy” mani­ 
pulations of the market

The people of Lincoln have a full schedule 
placed before them between now and November 5. 
They not only will vote upon two statewide ref­ 
erendum proposals—the so-called “ right to work” 
constitutional amendment, and the “ $40 per pupil 
aid to weak school districts,” also a constitutional 
amendment—but they have a couple of referendum 
m atters of their own.

They Get Out Quickly 
Recently a 10-year-old boy slipped out of a 
Salt Lake City hospital 24 hours after the removal 
of his appendix. 
He was returned by his mother 
and had suffered no ill effects from his escapade.

However, this arising from bed within a few 
hours after an obdominal operation isn’t new. 
Henry Ford, then 60 years old, insisted on getting 
out of bed a few hours after being operated on in 
1932 and did so whenever so inclined, recovering 
nicely. 
Since then the practice of permitting ob­ 
dominal surgery patients to arise and walk within 
hours after operations has spread to hospitals in 
all parts of the country and experim ents are said 
to have shown that patients thus treated recover 
more quickly and satisfactorily than those with 
whom the old system is followed.

Not Isolated Act 
“Today only a shell remains of 
what we had in the way of con­ 
trols up to last night,” the official 
said, “and those controls, in turn 
were little more than window- 
dressing compared to what we 
had on June 30.” 
It was on June 30 that the life 
of OPA officially expired, only to 
be rev iv ed in a milder form by 
congress on July 25. 
Mr. Truman himself said the 
meat action could not be consid­ 
ered an “isolated transaction.” 
“Meat is so important a part 
of our cost of liv ing that remov ­ 
ing price controls on it may hav e 
an effect on our economic struc­ 
ture generally,” he added. 
Hence today’s decontrol action, 
the president went on, means that 
the "programs of lifting controls 
will hav e to be accelerated under 
existing legal standards.

Knight of Nebraska Wesleyan told 
the Lincoln Council of Church 
Wbmen Tuesday afternoon. 
“ A 
settlement 
consists 
of 
a 
group of people living within a 
given geographical area who are 
thrown 
together 
primarily 
be­ 
cause of their physical proximity," 
Chancellor Knight explained in 
his address on “ The World Com­ 
munity." 
“ A community, on the other 
hand," he said, “ consists of s 
group of people living together in 
a given area who are bopnd to­ 
gether by deep interests in and 
concern for their common w el­ 
fare. 
“ Perhaps our failure to recog­ 
nize this essential distinction has 
been one of the weaknesses of 
our democratic life. 
In each of 
our settlements we need a def­ 
inite sense of community. 
This 
is the greatest need of the world 
also.” 
Total world community as it 
works through the UNO and sim­ 
ilar organizations was also ex­ 
plained by Chancellor Knight. 
The Christian challenge as it 
applies to world community has 
four responsibilities, according to 
Chancellor Knight. 
The church 
is responsible, he said, (1) for 
keeping a live a moral and ethical 
impact on the world; (2) for sen­ 
sitizing social conscience: (3) for 
counteracting 
fear, 
superstition 
and truth; and (4) for initiating 
action in respect to such organi­ 
zations as the UNO and others.
